Jumping Activities 


HERE have been isolated occasions when a 

‘chaser has won all three principal cross- 
country events in New Zealand in the same win- 
ter, the series being entered upon at the Auckland 
Great Northern Steeplechase at Ellerslie. Then 
follows the Wellington Steeples at Trentham late 
in July, and finally the Grand National Steeples, 
presented by the Canterbury Jockey Club at Ric- 
carton. This year Dauber took the Great North- 
ern Steeples and Good Armour the Great North- 
ern Hurdles, but the former did not come on to 
Trentham, and Master Meruit, which had not 
contested the Ellerslie event, stepped in to take 
the big ’chase at Trentham. Good Armour, how- 
ever, was on hand for the Winter Hurdles at 
Trentham to take the honors after a muddy bat- 
tle with Arabian Night all the way from the final 
hurdle. Good Armour, who is a product of Dink 
(a half-brother to *Beau Pere, now in America), 
was then in line to emulate Town Survey, who 
had written history in 1943 by becoming the first 
hurdler to complete the Great Northern Hurdles— 
Wellington Winter Hurdles—and Grand National 
Hurdles in the same winter. However, at Riccar- 
ton Good Armour was beaten into third by Ara- 
bian Night and Mynet, the winner’s task having 
been made the easier by Boolamskee falling at the 
final hurdle through crossing his legs. 

From being an unknown a few months back, 
Master Meruit burst into fame when he follow- 
ed up his success in the Grand National Steeple- 
chase by capturing the Grand National Steeples 
at Rieccarton. His sire, Master Colossus, never 
sported silk, but he was by the Polymelus horse 
Colossus, who left many useful sorts in this coun- 
try, and from a line on the maternal side that 
has produced jumpers; indeed, the aforemention- 
ed Good Armour comes from the same family. 
Meruit, the dam of Master Meruit, was a failure 
during her brief career on the Turf, but she was 
by Cynic, a sire of jumpers. Although he was 
out-jumped at his fences by Foxiana, a gelding 
by Hunting Song (imp.) which had won the Wel- 
lington and Grand National ’chases in 1942 only 
to later go wrong, Master Meruit, who had an 
advantage of 25 lbs., was able to outstay and 
outpace the veteran. Actually, he won even more 
easily at Riccarton than he had done in the Wel- 
lington Steeples. 

Owned by Mr. H. Dods, of Gisborne, who was 
a well-known amateur horseman in his younger 
days, Master Meruit is trained by Wallace Young 
at Hastings. The trainer is a member of a fam- 
ily that won fame in the saddle not only in this 
country but also in Australia. The eldest mem- 
ber of the family, William Young, who registered 
many important successes in the saddle at Riccar- 
ton in earlier years, scored twice in the Grand 
National Hurdles, twice in the Stewards’ Handi- 
cap, and registered singles in the Grand National 
Steeples, Great Autumn Handicap, and New Zea- 
land Derby. Harold Young’s lengthy list of 
triumphs included the New Zealand Cup (twice) 
on Ardvenhor and Royal Star, and the N. Z. 
Derby on Winning Hit. George Young was asso- 
ciated with Gloaming and The Hawk, two of the 
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“wonder” horses of this country, but who also 
won fame in Australia. 


Importations 


N recent months a number of imported stal- 

lions have been purchased from England, but 
with four of the 16 races at the Wellington Win- 
ter Meeting being won by products of home-bred 
sires, and the same number figuring as winners 
at the two-day fixture at Rieccarton, some discus- 
sion has been raging relative to the merits of the 
imported and the home-bred sires. In the years 
gone by, New Zealand has gained some great sires 
from abroad; indeed, they were undoubted bar- 
gains, and although some of the recent additions 
to the ranks of sires were purchased compara- 
tively cheaply in England, they might prove 
worthy additions, nevertheless. 

Among the newcomers are Treasure Hunt, who 
is by the unbeaten *Bahram (Triple-Crown win- 
ner) from Amuse, by Phalaris from Gesture, the 
grandam being a three-quarter sister to Absurd, 
and half-sister to Jest, dam of Chief Ruler and 
Humorist. Both Chief Ruler and Absurd did 
well in New Zealand. Pherozshah is a grey stal- 
lion and a half-brother to the Derby winner *Mar- 
moud. He represents the Bend Or line, which is 
dominant in England. Then there is Paper 
Weight, by Colorado Kid from Art Paper, thus 
a brother to the well-performed Paper Boy. 
Paper Weight won five races in succession, in- 
cluding the Dewhurst Stakes wherein he beat 
the smart American, Battle Hymn, Midas (by 
Hyperion), and Blue Water (by Blue Peter). 
Marble Faun, by Donatello II (winner Italian 
Derby, and sire of the classic winners Orestes 
and Picture Play) comes from Eclair (leading 
filly of her year) and the grandam, Lady Electra 
was the champion mare of England. Further 
back in his maternal line come St. Simon and 
Carbine (bred in New Zealand), blood that is so 
highly valued today. Ruthless is a son of Hy- 
perion from Correa, by Coronach (who has been 
in New Zealand since the early days of the war) 
from Ranai, dam of the Derby winner, Watling 
Street, and Garden Path, winner of the Two 
Thousand Guineas. Nearco is represented by 
two of his sons, Lord Bobs and Pictavia, the 
former being from Sister Sarah, by Abbots 
Trace, and the latter from Lovely Rose, by Tol- 
gus (son of The Tetrarch). Due to come out 
next year is Hello Peter, the first of the stock of 
the Derby winner, Blue Peter, to come here. He 
comes from the same line as Gay Shield, “Beau 
Pere, Mr. Standfast (who was later sold to Aus- 
tralia), Dink, and Balloch, all of whom did well 
in this Dominion. Hallow, the dam of Hello 
Peter, is by the St. Leger winner, Bosworth, and 
at the dispersal sale of Lord Furness’ bloodstock, 
she was sold for 3,000 guineas. 


Leading Sire 


OR the fifth season in suecession imported 
Foxbridge has headed the winning: sires’ list 
in this country, his 76 winners and 100 place-get- 
ters having annexed £40,814 during the past term. 
During the seven seasons he has been represented 
on the Turf he has had 354 winners and 625 
place-getters for an aggregate of £145,308 in 
stakes-money. Foaled in 1930, Foxbridge is a 
brown horse by Foxlaw from Bridgemount, by 
Bridge of Earn out of Mountain Mint, by Spear- 
mint out of Adula, a full sister to Pretty Polly. 
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PASS OUT 


Pass Out had the desired ability to 
perform both in the mud and on the dry. 
In the Yankee Handicap he raced 
through the sloppy going for a mile and 
three sixteenths to take the winners’ 
share of the purse from a field which in- 
cluded SIROCCO, DIT, PICTOR, etc. 


Another noteworthy effort was that 
in the Kent Handicap where in a field of 
eleven he finished second to that good 
three-year-old, ANDY K., while behind 
him were GRAMPS, GALLAHADION, 
the Kentucky Derby winner, and others.

INVERMARK’S SIRE RECORD 


Invermark’s first crop was foaled in 1941. In this crop he had six starters, 
with four winners, one placed, and one unplaced. Fort Ben was the best. He 
won five races at two, three races and twice placed at three, from nine starts. 
Fort Ben was a horse of excellent speed which he carried up to 1 1/16 miles in 
close to record time. In the 1944 Hollywood Park Meeting in California, Fort 
Ben ran in allowance handicaps and stakes, and was handicapped 126 pounds 
against Bric A Bac’s 124 pounds, both three-year-olds. Fort Ben broke a small 
bone in his foot in 1945. (Bric A Bac won the $50,000 San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap at 11% miles, in 1945). 


Invermark’s second crop was foaled in 1942. He had thirteen starters, 
11 winners. Five won at two, including Rivermark, winner of 4 races and 
Inverette winner of 2 races, 5 times placed in her first nine starts, running only 
in maiden, allowance and stake races. 


Invermark’s third crop was foaled in 1943, 2-year-olds of 1945. From six 
starters he has four winners and two placed second. Pana Tapper won her first 
two starts, equaling a track record in her second, and placed in stakes. Pere 
Markette won three races, and was beaten a nose in the $5,000 Alsab Handicap 
at Detroit. Naval Base won at Jamaica, beating a high-class field. Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine placed second twice and third once in her first three starts in high-class 
fields at Washington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start 
at Delaware Park. 

Invermark’s total stud record to date reads: 25 starters—19 winners—3 
placed—and 3 unplaced. 

Invermark was a stakes winner of 15 races and greatly resembles in con- 
formation and disposition his sire * Teddy, whose sons dominate the American 
Sires List today. His dam and grandam were good race mares and good pro- 
ducers and he is as well-bred as any son of *’Teddy in the world. He comes 
from Galopin’s Branch of the No. 3 Family.

Step in Time 


HE trains to Locust Manor leave from the 

33rd street side of the Pennsylvania station, 
instead of downstairs where they belong, which 
may be some slight explanation for it. Anyway 
this observer, being notoriously handy at getting 
lost, got on the wrong train and instead of fetch- 
ing up at Jamaica, found himself instead in sight 
of the twin spires of Churchill Downs, but with 
the notion that perhaps it was all for the best. 
One thing you have to say for Colonel Winn’s 
race track: it was built to house the Kentucky 
Derby, and so on no other imaginable occasion 
can it be crowded. Maybe you don’t see as good 
horses, but nobody is standing on you. 

The principal offering on opening day—to be 
exact, opening day of the charity meeting, which 
is followed next week with the authentic Churchill 
Downs fall meeting—was the Autumn Handicap, 
and the attraction of this was the presence of 
Murlogg Farm’s American Derby winner, Fight- 
ing Step, a Fighting Fox colt. It is to be hoped 
that Larry Bogenschutz, who is racing secretary 
at Churchill Downs, didn’t spend too much time 
over his handicap, for it was hashed up pretty 
well before it got on the track. Of the ten horses 
which opposed Fighting Step and his stablemate 
Bergolater, six carried from one to five pounds 
overweight. Mr. Bogenschutz might about as 
well have put his 123 pounds on Fighting Step 
and gone home, leaving the others to get in the 
best way they could, because that was about what 
it amounted to anyway. 

Well, Fighting Step won it, but not in a way to 
arouse any enthusiasm in those who had taken 
1 to 2 on the entry. Little George South, who is 
the roundest if not the best jockey in the business, 
lost ground with him cheerfully, and as far as I 
could see, he never did get in a hurry. At the 
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sixteenth-pole I thought the favorite had definite- 
ly got himself beat, but it turned out that Master 
South knew what he was doing, after all, and 
Fighting Step was up in the last three or four 
jumps to win by a neck from the Diavolo colt 
Sirius, with Harriet Sue third. As a jockey last 
year told a still-shaking trainer, you get the same 
purse whether you win by a nose or twenty yards. 


A Rule of Thumb 


HIS onlooker tries, hard, not to be a_ profes- 
sional Kentuckian, but after all I grew up on 
racing at the Old Kentucky Association track, 
where a horse was a starter when he put his foot 
on the race track, and the assumption was that 
people out there knew what they were doing and 
the hell with them. So it still irks me a little to 
see Kentucky racing—which isn’t the best racing, 
to be sure—follow the crowd, and not the right 
crowd either, in my book. Last week it was an- 
nounced that the disqualification rule had been 
changed, so that a disqualified horse is not auto- 
matically placed last, but may be placed in the dis- 
cretion of the stewards, which in actual practice 
means just behind the horse he fouled. There is a 
bright assumption that severe penalties will be as- 
sessed against jockeys who pursue unfair tactics, 
but this comes only from people who don’t look. 
Generally speaking, to get any stiff penalty, a 
jockey has to be caught carrying a battery, or air- 
ing his opinion of Mexican racing, in Mexico. For 
the rest, he gets the meeting, or maybe the meet- 
ing and ten days. Sometimes, if the season is 
about over, he may get the remainder of the year. 
There was something slightly synthetic about 
the rule change, incidentally. The announcement 
was made, according to the newspapers, by Com- 
missioner Vertner Smith, in the absence of Chair- 
man Leslie Combs II. I can quite accidentally an- 
swer that Commissioner A. B. Gay wasn’t mixed 
up in it, because he was on the train down from 
New York with me when the meeting which pre- 
ceded the announcement was held. So it looks 
from the sidelines as if the two commissioners 
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who know most about racing, and who were best 
known in the sport before Kentucky went Repub- 
lican, weren’t there when the shooting started. 

But apart from that, the interest isn’t in who 
arrived at the conclusion, but what kind of con- 
clusion was arrived at. This new, or namby- 
pamby, disqualification rule, is based on protect- 
ing “the public,” a group of which I am getting 
heartily tired, because it usually means, as writ- 
ten, “some other people and me.” The public, as 
you may know, gets the pari-mutuel pool back, 
less 10 per cent and breakage, wherever you put a 
disqualified horse. The real question is whether a 
foul is to be punished or condoned—whether, if a 
jockey tries to gain first place by a foul, instead 
of taking a fair second, he should be permitted to 
keep second place none the less. It is argued that 
if the two horses involved are well ahead of the 
rest—and it doesn’t happen that way always, 
either—a foul committed by one doesn’t affect the 
rest of the race. This is quite true, and quite 
specious. 

In no other sport that I know of is fouling con- 
doned, or softened, because of its lack of effect on 
the final result. You don’t, for instance, pass over 
monkey business in a football game because they 
play went around the other end of the line and 
wasn’t affected by the foul. The penalty is for 
fouling, not for the effect of fouling. And don’t 
tell me the “public” isn’t betting on football, be- 
cause I know better. Any decisions made on foul- 
ing, in any sport, in terms of who is betting on 
what, are pretty likely to be wrong decisions. 

There are, to be brief, two schools of thought on 
disqualification. One grew up with racing and 
was born of its necessities when racing was an af- 
fair for racing men. The other is a product of big 
crowds, who hoot all decisions by which they lose 
and cheer all by which they win, regardless of any 
other merits of the case. Maybe I’m a reaction- 
ary in this, as in other matters. But it seems to 
me that the obligation of racing authorities to the 
public lies, wholly and entirely, in offering the 
best and cleanest sport possible. For the rest, 
until there are less than seven losers in an eight- 
horse race, the “public” may as well take its 
chances.

Mr. Tomlinson Misquoted 


In its report last week of a roundtable discus- 
sion of DDT at a meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, THE BLoop-HORSE misquoted 
Glen W. Tomlinson, manager of Elmendorf Farm. 

A young woman transcribing his remarks failed 
to get an introductory explanation that Mr. Tom- 
linson’s statements were based on a report by a 
research engineer. As a_ result, THE BLOOD- 
HorsE reported that Mr. Tomlinson, instead of 
the engineer, recently had returned from a trip 
to Florida and Texas. What Mr. Tomlinson 
actually said was: 

"One of the engineers of the Stanco Company, © 
manufacturers of Flit, recently visited Elmendorf. 
This man has been conducting extensive experiments 
with DDT to insure its practical and safe use before 
his firm puts on the market a DDT insecticide. When 
he visited Elmendorf, this man had just returned 
from Florida where they were experimenting with 
direct application upon Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Be- 
fore going to Florida he had been in Texas where 
they sprayed a DDT solution directly on white-face 
cattle. In Texas, results were satisfactory with no 
toxic effect. The results in Florida were not satis- 
factory. In lower Florida, a man sprayed Aberdeen- 
Angus and almost lost a complete load of cattle. It 
was not the DDT, but the type of carrier he was 
using. The oil solution that carried the DDT, coupled 
with high humidity, apparently caused the trouble. 
This engineer told me that his company is not satis- 
fied so far concerning DDT, that the experiments 
will be continued until they obtain satisfactory 
answers to the questions concerning effective and 
safe application of DDT upon cattle, horses and other 
livestock.” 
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STUD NEWS 


*Bull Dog as a Broodmare Sire 


T the close of the racing on Saturday, October 

20, the daughters of *Bull Dog (1927), which 
had already been credited with three 2-year-old 
stakes winners, gained further prominence with 
the older Challenge Me’s victory in the Hollywood 
Gold Cup and the 3-year-old Chief Barker’s suc- 
cess in the first running of the Roamer Handicap, 
at the closing day of the Jamaica meeting. 

The first stakes winners of the year to be 
credited to a daughter of *Bull Dog was Sea 
Snack (by Hard Tack—Miss Ferdinand), which 
won the Rancocas Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, 
at Garden State Park in July. The colt Star 
Pilot (by *Sickle—Floradora) won the Hopeful 
and the Futurity Stakes in September, each 
valued at more than $50,000. The Selima Stakes, 
for 2-year-old fillies, at Laurel, was won by 
Athene, a daughter of *Heliopolis and Tophorn. 
With the victory of Chief Barker (by *Sickle) 
in the Roamer Handicap, the nick-finders may 
start making their tally. Since *Bull Dog mares 
entered the stud they have produced six other 
stakes winners—Albatross (by Mate), Poacher, 
formerly Alex Barth, (by Chance Play), Put In 
(by Stimulus), Dog Day (by *Abbot’s Nymph), 
Appleknocker (by Reaping Reward, a son of 
*Sickle), and Dense Path (by Blackwood). 

In first monies only, the produce from daugh- 
ters of *Bull Dog have now won $378,040, which 
figure should place him among the leading brood- 
mare sires for 1945. 


New 3-Year-Old Registration Rule 


In the October 10 issue of the Racing Calendar 
of The Jockey Club, attention is called to a change 
in Rule 65 of the “Rules of Racing,’’ which will 
be of interest to all Thoroughbred breeders. The 
substitute rule, proposed by A. H. Morris, vice 
chairman of The Jockey Club, and approved by 
the New York State Racing Commission, is as 
follows: 


Rule 65. Upon failure to register a horse before 
November Ist of the year of his birth, he may be 
registered prior to March lst of his three-year-old 
year by special permission of the Stewards of The 
Jockey Club, but not thereafter. Provided the ap- 
plication to register be made prior to the January 
Ist next following his birth, the payment of a fee of 
$10 will be required, and, after that date until March 
Ist of his two-year-old year the required fee will be 
$50, and after that date and prior to March Ist of his 
three-year-old year $100. 


Formerly The Jockey Club had barred any 
horse from registration whose application had 
not been submitted prior to March 1 of his 2-year- 
old year. After permission of the stewards had 
been secured, the application required a fee of 
$10, if submitted before January 1, and a fee of 
$50 between January 1 and March 1. Previously 
ro lea could be registered with The Jockey 

ub. 


Stallions for Texas 


Bud Burmester, hustling publicist for Texas 
breeders, announced this week that he planned to 
bring the 6-year-old horse Reconciled to Texas by 
the end of October and stand him at J .O. Hart’s 
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farm near Fort Worth. Reconciled was bred and 
raced by Herbert M. Woolf, of Kansas City. He 
is a full brother of Mr. Woolf’s 1938 Kentucky 
Derby winner and sire Lawrin, being a son of 
Insco and Margaret Lawrence, by *Vulcain. Rec- 
onciled did not race at two, was third his only 
start at three, broke his maiden at Hawthorne at 
four, and started only once last year. “I believe 
I ean book Reconciled to 30 mares in 1946,” writes 
Mr. Burmester, who has acquired a half-interest 
in the horse. 

*“Colorado Lad, a 7-year-old stallion by Colo- 
rado Kid—Kissoue, by Gainsborough, has been 
transferred from George B. McCamey’s farm at 
Fort Worth to Mr. and Mrs. Fred Browning’s Top 
o’ the Hill Farm, Arlington, Texas. He was re- 
cently purchased by Mr. Browning and associates 
from Mr. MeCamey, who had obtained him from 
Valdina Farms. Five broodmares, all in foal to 
the English-bred stallion, and a yearling colt by 
him were also moved over from the McCamey 
place. The Brownings have purchased ranch 
property at Cresson, southwest of Fort Worth, 
which they soon plan to transform into a Thor- 
oughbred nursery. 


Good Goods Returns to Kentucky 


Good Goods, jointly owned by Mrs. Dodge 
Sloane and Thomas Piatt, returned to Mr. Piatt’s 
Brookdale Farm, Lexington, last week and will 
stand there for the season of 1946. His fee will 
be $250 for a live foal. Good Goods, the sire of 
Alsab and Broadcloth, had made the seasons of 
1944 and 1945 at Mrs. Sloane’s Brookmeade Farm 
at Upperville, Va. Other stallions which will 
make the season of 1946 at Brookdale Farm are 
Chance Sun (owned jointly by Mr. Piatt and P. 
A. B. Widener), Maedic and Transmute. 


Dam of Peace Chance Dies 


Peace, the dam of Peace Chance, died Monday 
morning, October 22, at Elmendorf Farm. Her 
owner, P. A. B. Widener, reported her death and 
said that an autopsy had been held, which showed 
that a twisted intestine had been the cause. 

Peace was a gray mare, foaled 1927, by *Stefan 
the Great out of “Memories II, by Rabelais. Mr. 
Widener’s father, the late Joseph E. Widener, 
bred her and raced her in his colors. She raced 
only at two, made nine starts, won one race, and 
was once third. She had produced eight foals, 
her last being the Unbreakable yearling filly 
which was sold at the Keeneland Summer Sale 
to Cedar Farm for $14,500. She is the dam of 
five winners from six foals to race at this date. 
Her first produce was Peace Chance (by Chance 
Shot), a stakes winner and third on the list of 
leading sires in 1944. Her subsequent winners 
were Shot Proof, Knoxville, Accord (all by Chance 
Shot), and Concordian (by *Sickle). In addition 
to her yearling filly, she produced two other fil- 
lies, New Dawn (dam of the stakes winner Ariel 
Flight) and Happy Land, now a 2-year-old, which 
has not started. Peace was barren in 1945 from 


a mating with Firethorn, was bred to War Ad- 
miral, and the autopsy revealed she was barren. 

Mr. Widener sold New Dawn to Joseph Prox, 
of Indiana, and Happy Land, her 2-year-old filly, 
was bought as a yearling by J. S. Phipps. Elmen- 
dorf has none of her daughters to carry on in the 
stud. 
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Horse Transport 
the Air 


ALTIMORE, October 13.—The war has fur- 

nished evidence that just about anything can 
be sent anywhere by air, including horses and 
other livestock. Mules were flown into Burma in 
gliders. Horses have been sent here and there 
in small numbers in planes. 

The next development will be a commercial 
plane specifically adapted to horse transport. The 
man who wants to ship a stable from New York 
to the West Coast will look with favor on a one- 
day shipment as opposed to four or five days on 
the railroads. It is quite possible that some pro- 
moter will make a good business out of an air- 
line horse transport.

Editor's note. The air age having arrived, | 
it is assumed that race horses will accept it. 
Shipment of horses by air has already begun. 


How fast and how far it will develop depend 
upon many things—largely upon how quickly 

air transport companies can satisfy horse- 
men. To speed up this process the companies } 


will want to consult frequently with horsemen 
and will welcome their suggestions. 


The proposal for adapting the Fairchild | 
Packet (C-82) to this work may or may not 
provide the best answer to this problem, but 
it will indicate to horsemen something of the 
possibilities ahead. 


Tomorrow's world will be an international 
world for Thoroughbreds as well as for peo- | 
ple. The great international races of the fu- 
ture will wait upon the success of air trans- 
port.

titions between horses swing back against the wal! and are set in place one by one as the horses are 
put in position. By this arrangement 11 animals could be carried in one flight. A possible alternative 
is to head the horses toward the front of the plane, but only nine head could be comfortably stalled.

and it can carry a useful load of 18,500 pounds. 


The company estimates that after personnel, equip- 


ment, supplies, and fuel it will carry a payload of 11 horses at 1,000 pounds each. If large quantities 
of tack were carried, however, the number of horses would have to be reduced. 


While the Army converted regular transport 
planes for shipping horses and mules, these planes 
could only carry four or five animals. At Hagers- 
town, Md., where the Fairchild Aircraft Corpora- 
tion has its huge plants, they are building a plane 
that will easily accommodate ten or eleven horses. 
This is the Packet, the only entirely new trans- 
port plane to come out of the war. 


Officially this plane, which will carry 42 men 
with full fighting gear, was built to Army re- 
quirements to supply the need for a plane of 
great speed, wide range, and quick take-off. The 
Packet is powered by two 2,100-horsepower 
motors and its flying range is in excess of 3,500 
miles. It has one extremely important develop- 
ment over most commercial planes in that it will 
“break ground,” fully loaded, at 800 feet and at 
1,100 feet will clear a fifty-foot telephone wire. 
In areas where space is restricted, as on the 
Pacific islands, this has been a great asset. 

The Packet operates on an even-floor basis, so 
that horses loaded in it are subjected to no more 
movement than being picked up and set down. 
They will not experience the sense of motion that 
is encountered in rail or van movement. The 
Fairchild people have requested horsemen or any- 
one interested in horse transport to advise them 
of any suggestions they may have. They invite 


interested persons to come to Hagerstown and 
see the Packet. 

The company is in no hurry about the matter, 
as the Army says it will “probably release a small 
portion of the output in 1946 for civilian use.” 
Fairchild has had no cutback; rather its orders 
have increased for the plane which the USAAF 
claims is an ideal transport job. 


The writer recently spent half a day with C. A. 
Roggi, in charge of transport sales at Fairchild, 
and was given every opportunity to look over 
the plant and also a Packet which was pretty 
nearly ready for delivery to the Army. There 
were a million or so military gadgets that can be 
removed when the plane is adapted for commer- 
cial use, and there seemed to be several thousand 
miles of wiring. 

Standing in the rear door of the plane (which 
has also a side door), one got the same impres- 
sion of space as in a horse car without the stalls. 
I saw a big Army truck, with a jeep in it, driven 
into the maw of the plane, and a tank driven 
in later. 

I had studied the company’s proposed plans 
with some interest, being first of the opinion that 
the cross-stabling was not as good an arrange- 
ment as the forward heading of the animals.

loss of payload, I am of the opinion that the cross- 
stalling will be more satisfactory in the plane. 

Some of us remember the days when we shipped 
a lot of horses in the old side-load Army-Yager 
horse cars of long ago. In those a horse could 
get plenty of jarring on a rough freight trip. in 
air travel all this is ruled out as there is prac- 
tically no motion at all for the animals. Anyone 
who has crossed the country by air a few times 
will know that there is far less motion, and eat- 
ing is much easier, than is experienced in a rail- 
road diner from Washington to Baltimore. 


The cost of the Packet is a mere trifle of $225,- 
000, somewhat more than a couple of Santa Anita 
Handicaps, to be sure. However, the plane will 
undoubtedly pay out for anyone who is hardy 
enough to buy one in time to come and put it to 
horse and regular transport. Think of the pos- 
sibilities. Run a load of horses to Mexico City 
one day, come back to Santa Anita and pick up a 
load for New York, drop back to Kentucky and 
get three or four mares and foals and skip across 
the herring-pond to have them covered by Hy- 
perion. Fill in with a load of horses for Aus- 
tralia, to be dropped at Sydney or Melbourne. 
Pick up an entry for the Santa Anita Handicap,

Am I crazy? Maybe. But if I am there are a 
lot more in the same boat.

Horse organizations may as well help plan a 
plane that will fill the bill and write Fairchild 
their ideas of what it should offer when the 
Packet is demobilized and made available for 
global horse transport. 


California First 


The first organized equine transport service in 
the United States began functioning this week in 
California under the name of the National Sky- 
ways “Flying Tiger Line,” of Long Beach. A 
two-motored Budd transport had been specially 
equipped for handling horses, and on Monday, 
October 22, it made its first flight, leaving Mines 
Field, Los Angeles, at 10:18 A. M., and arriving 
two hours and 50 minutes later at an airport 
near Bay Meadows, just south of San Francisco. 
The distance was about 380 air miles. Next day 
the 47-day Bay Meadows meeting got under way. 

The venture was organized by a group of pilots 
who served in Gen. Claire Chennault’s famed Fly- 
ing Tiger Squadron in the early days of the war. 
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Capt. Robert Prescott, president of the company, 
and Major W. J. Hoelle were the pilots on the 
first trip, while Mrs. Prescott acted as stewardess. 

It was originally planned to ship four horses 
from Hollywood Park in the stable of Stuart 
Hamblen, radio entertainer, but only two made 
the trip, the very successful gelding El Lobo 
and the filly Featherfoot. The horses had to be 
led up a steep loading ramp, at about a 45-degree 
angle, but they went readily inside, into the two 
stalls which had been prepared for them, although 
the plane has a capacity of six stalls. 


Accompanying the horses north were the two 
well-known western racing officials, George 
Schilling and R. E. (Lanny) Leighninger, and 
several newspaper men and news reel camera- 
men. Mr. Hamblen was present to see his horses 
loaded, but he did not make the flight. 

William P. Kyne, enterprising manager of the 
Bay Meadows course, planned the trip and char- 
tered the plane for it. Within the next year he 
expected to see a big development in air transport 
for horses, and apparently he meant to be among 
the leaders in its encouragement. Adjoining the 
Bay Meadows track a great new civilian airport 
may soon be building. There, as at Keeneland, 
horses could be landed and then led a short dis- 
tance to their stables.

Crash Fatal to Theisen Brothers 


At Bowman Field, Louisville, October 19, an 
Army bomber, on attempting to land, found its 
brakes not operating when it hit the runway, tore 
through a wire fence surrounding the air base, 
and struck a car on the road, with one of the en- 
gines hitting it broadside. Clem P. Theisen, Jef- 
ferson County clerk and former Thoroughbred 
owner and breeder, was killed instantly in the 
crash, and his brother, Louis, former telegraph 
censor on Kentucky tracks, the other occupant 
of the car, died from shock the following morn- 
ing. The 21 occupants of the bomber were not 
injured. 

For a number of years Clem P. Theisen raced 
and bred horses in partnership with another own- 
er. He was completing his first term as county 
clerk and was a candidate for reelection this year. 
The two brothers are survived by a brother Frank 
and four sisters.

The High Time stallion Zacaweista endows his 
offspring with the blazing speed of the Domino 
line. One of his swiftest sons is High Resolve, 
which tied the world’s record of 1:22 for seven 
furlongs in winning the Inglewood Handicap. In 
this notable performance, the 4-year-old packed 
the same weight—126 pounds—as the mighty 
Roseben toted in hanging up the mark as a 5- 
year-old in 1906. Later Clang, as a 3-year-old, 
equaled this record, with 105 pounds up, in 1935 
at Arlington Park. It may be strictly coinci- 
dental, but a number of our fastest horses in re- 
cent years, such as True North, Three Dots, 
Armed, Clang, and High Resolve, have been geld- 
ings. 

In winning the Inglewood, High Resolve clipped 
four-fifths of a second from the Hollywood Park 
track record he established on September 15.

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A Woman’s Intuition 
Pays Off 


HE phenomenal success enjoyed by Mrs. Eliza- 

beth N. Graham this season with her 1944 
yearling purchases is almost without precedent in 
the history of Thoroughbred auctions. Part of 
the credit, of course, must go to Leslie Combs II, 
who advised the Maine Chance Farm owner on 
bloodlines and conformation, and to Tom Smith, 
who has done such a superlative job of preparing 
them for the winner’s circle, as well as helping 
pick them. It was Mrs. Graham’s marvelous in- 
tuition, though—the same intuition which has 
made her one of the leading feminine figures in 
the business world—that finally decided, in nearly 
every case, whether a yearling in the ring was to 
become her property. 

At the 1944 sales she had two determinations: 
she would not be outbid on any yearling she 
wanted; she would not be persuaded to buy one 
which did not come up to her standards of a good- 
looking horse. Only on one occasion did she de- 
part from the latter course of action—when she 
bought the Cowdin Stakes winner Knockdown— 
but she had once owned Super Duper, a promising 
half-brother of the Discovery colt. 

The race between Louis B. Mayer’s stable and 
Maine Chance Farm for leading money-winner 
honors has been quite close since last summer. 
As of October 20, Mrs. Graham’s horses had 
earned a total of $484,235. This was only several 
hundreds ahead of the Hollywood movie produc- 
er’s earnings of $483,700, through October 20, the 
latest figures available when this issue of THE 
BLooD-HoORSE went to press. With Mr. Mayer’s 
Busher and Thumbs Up on the shelf, it would ap- 
pear that Mrs. Graham should emerge the lead- 
ing money-winner owner of the season by a safe 
margin, as the only racing left in California for 
the Mayer stable the balance of the year is the 
Bay Meadows meeting and a day or so of Santa 
Anita’s winter session. 

The feat of spending $287,700 for 20 yearlings 
in the costliest and most inflated Thoroughbred 
market in the history of this country, and then 
of collecting $264,795 (as of October 20) with the 
winnings of just four of them (Beaugay, Star 
Pilot, Knockdown, and They Say), is quite re- 
markable. It appears a more remarkable feat 
when one adds up the earnings of the other year- 
lings purchased along with these four stakes win- 
ners. Not included are the earnings ($23,530 
through October 20) of Lord Boswell, a colt pur- 
chased as a suckling in 1943 along with his dam, 
for $12,000. Lord Boswell’s six wins include the 
Remsen Handicap. 

The accompanying summary lists the 20 year- 
lings purchased by Mrs. Graham at the 1944 auc- 
tions and their status as stakes winners, winners, 
and non-winners. In addition to Lord Boswell, 
she began the season with several 2-year -olds 
sired by her stallions standing at Mr. Combs’ 
Spendthrift Farm near Lexington. The balance 
of her stable consisted of the 3-year-olds War 
Jeep, which has earned $68,170 so far this season;

luck with her juveniles that Mrs. Graham has had 
this season. In 1935 Mrs. Mars spent $109,800 
for 28 head, and the following year led the owners 
with winnings of $206,450. Her top juveniles 
that season were Reaping Reward, with earnings 
of $56,965; Case Ace, $37,790; Talma_ Dee, 
$24,680; The Fighter, $19,485; and Murph, 
$10,040. In 1936 Mrs. Mars led the buyers by 
paying $132,600 for 16 youngsters. The follow- 
ing year she was second only to Charles S. How- 
ard among the leading owners, with winnings of 
$209,925. Her best juvenile money-winner that 
season was Tiger ($54,785), but she lost her great 
colt Sky Larking, a half-brother to Mrs. Graham’s 
Beaugay, by his breaking a leg in the Champagne 
Stakes after amassing $41,135. Mrs. Mars’ other 
good juvenile stakes winners that season were 
Well Rewarded ($15,555) and Mountain Ridge 
($15,450). 

Thus, for several seasons, the Milky Way Farm 
stable had luck with its juveniles comparable 
with that enjoyed this season by the Maine 
Chance Farm stable, but this season is not over— 
there are still rich juvenile stakes in New York 
and Maryland. And—this is a highly entertain- 
ing conjecture—what are the prospects next year 
for those juveniles which are yet to be tested? 
Mrs. Graham plans to ship her stable to Santa 
Anita Park for that rich winter meeting, which 
should result in lean pickings for California own- 
ers the early part of 1946. Maine Chance Farm 
appears certain to have nominees for the $100,000 
Santa Anita Derby. The rich Santa Margarita 
Handicap, for fillies and mares, should also be 
well supported by the eastern owner. 


1946 Prospects 


HE $30,000 yearling War Pippin, a full broth- 

er to War Jeep, has not started, having been 
injured early in the season, but he is regarded as 
a top stakes prospect. 

The filly Gay Garland, which cost just as much 
as Beaugay, was second her only start, at Jamaica 
in May. She is a beautiful individual and may 
run some, but was chiefly purchased as a brood- 
mare prospect, like a number of the other fillies. 
She is a half-sister to Bolingbroke. 

Harvey’s Pal won his first two starts and then 
finished second in the National Stallion Stakes. 
While exercising at Washington Park last sum- 
mer, he was jumped on by a horse, and suffered an 
ankle injury. He is considered a top prospect. 

The filly Eyes of Blue is regarded by Trainer 
Smith as only a little under the caliber of Beau- 
gay. She started once before being fired for osse- 
lets. She has great possibilities. 

Sugar Lea broke his maiden on his first start 
last week at Jamaica. Still somewhat of an un- 
known quantity. 

The filly Dollymar, a daughter of Mrs. Gra- 
ham’s stallion Jacomar, is regarded as a stakes- 
winning possibility, although, like Knockdown, 
she cost very little. 

Mrs. Graham’s main reliance in the Pimlico Fu- 
turity will probably be her Hopeful and Belmont 
Futurity winner Star Pilot, as Knockdown and 
Lord Boswell are not eligible. Harvey’s Pal may 
accompany the *Sickle colt in this stakes. Also 
eligible are the filly Pure Gold and Colony Boy. 

The stable’s leading candidate for 1946 classic 
honors may be the big, homely Knockdown, one of 
the best bargains of the 1944 sales. The brown

Track Sale Under Way 


The ownership of Brighouse Park and Lans- 
downe Park at Vancouver, British Columbia, is 
expected shortly to pass into the hands of a newly 
formed company, which will include among its di- 
rectors the Hollywood racing enthusiasts Bing 
Crosby and Pat O’Brien, and the well known Cali- 
fornia owner and breeder Charles S. Howard. 

The American entrepreneurs have joined with 
a group of prominent Vancouver citizens in or- 
ganizing the B. C. Turf and Country Club, Ltd., 
which has acquired an option not only on the rac- 
ing properties but on a building in Vancouver 
which is the headquarters for the Vancouver Rac- 
ing Association, operators of the two tracks. S. 
W. Randall, president of the association, owns the 
building. The option values (in Canadian money) 
of the three pieces of property were reported as 


follows: Brighouse Park, $250,000; Lansdowne 
Park, $275,000; and the Randall building, 
$225,000. 


It was announced that other California sports- 
men would be associated with Messrs. Crosby, 
O’Brien, and Howard in the properties. The 
Lansdowne track, opened in 1924, comprises 83 
acres; Brighouse Park, which opened in 1909 as 
Minoru Park, contains 103 acres and is more dis- 
tant from Vancouver than the other course. At

South American 
Racing Notes 


By F. A. de Miranda Rosa 


Brazil 


IO DE JANEIRO, October.—Some very im- 

portant races were presented after the Bra- 
zilian Derby, the Grande Permio Cruzeiro do Sul, 
won by the wonderful filly Fontaine in her fourth 
straight win in 1945. (She also won the One 
Thousand Guineas, the Two Thousand Guineas, 
and the Oaks). 

The first of them was the Grande Premio S. 
Francisco Xavier, at 2,400 meters, for 3-year-olds 
and up, presented at Gavea on June 17. Only 
four horses started and the favorite was Hidalgo, 
champion colt of Uruguay in 1944, and a son of 
Ruler out of Hija. Hidalgo was making his 
debut in Brazil, but failed to win, as Cantaro a 
son of Caboclo out of Canzoneta, beat him three- 
fourths of a length. Irara was third, and Cume- 
len fourth and last. 

On July 1, at Gavea, the most important mare 
event of Brazilian racing was offered. It was the 
Grande Premio Diana, at 2,400 meters, worth 
100,000 cruzeiros to the winner. For the first 
time the classy Fontaine raced against older op- 
ponents, among them the champion mare Argen- 
tina, a daughter of Rico out of Dioclea, which had 
been the queen of race-mares in Brazil since the 
1944 renewal of the race. Argentina, however, 
was no match for Fontaine, which won in a long 
rush through the stretch, gaining thus the sex 
leadership in Brazil. Sueno de Oro (by Ruler 
out of Sueno Azul) was third, some lengths back, 
while Favinha, Nutria, Rusticana and Estafeta 
trailed. The last-named injured herself and was 
later sent to the stud, to be mated with Valedic- 
tory II, the sire John Hay Whitney gave Oswaldo 
Aranha. Fontaine, whose pedigree has already 
been printed in THE BLoop-Horsg, is a daughter 
of Formastérus out of the great stakes winner 
Tacy. 

On July 15, at Gavea, the Grande Premio Dezes- 
seis de Julho, at 2,400 meters, was presented, with 
a winner’s share of 100,000 cruzeiros. Limited to 
4-year-olds, only nine horses started, the favorite 
being Hidalgo, which was racing for the second 
time in Brazil. The winner was again Cantaro, 
Caboclo’s son, which scored by two lengths and a 
half over Fulgor (Funny Boy—Ukrania), while 
Hidalgo finished third, two lengths back. 

Gavea had its greatest day on August 5. The 
Grande Premio Brasil, for older horses, at 3,000 
meters, with a gross value of 682,500 cruzeiros 
and worth 500,000 cruzeiros to the winner, was 
presented with a field of twenty starters. The 
best horses and mares in training made up the 
field, with two exceptions. The first to be with- 
drawn was the crack Brazilian-bred El Faro (a 
son of Bosphore out of Xendi), which appeared 
to have tendon trouble in his training quarters at 
Cidade Jardim. The other was Hidalgo, which 
had also developed tendon trouble in a workout. 

The field for the Grande Premio Brasil included 
Fontaine, crack racer of her generation and cham- 
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pion mare in the country, Derby winner, etc.; 
Ever Ready, 1944 Derby winner and 1944 runner- 
up in the Grande Premio Brasil; Filon, several 
times stakes winner in Argentina, winner of the 
most important race of Uruguay; Secreto, stakes 
winner in Argentina and Brazil; Monterreal, 
great Uruguayan horse, winner of numerous im- 
portant stakes in his country and Brazil; Cantaro, 
winner of the S. Francisco Xavier and the Dezes- 
seis de Julho; Argentina, previous champion 
mare; Fulgor, Typhoon and the very good stayer 
Cumelen. From Argentina came the famous 
jockey Ireneo Leguisamo to ride Filon. He is 
considered the greatest rider in the history of 
South American racing. 

The pace was not very strong and this favored 
Secreto, a better miler than stayer. Secreto 
rushed strongly when they entered into the final 
stretch, but Filon, under the expert riding of 
Ireneo Leguisamo, resisted well to win by one- 
fourth of a length. Secreto was second, two 
lengths ahead of Monterreal, with Cumelen 
fourth, Romney fifth, Irara sixth and Eldorado 
seventh, followed by Cantaro, Fontaine and the 
others. It was a great race for Filon. With this 
victory, he accomplished the unique achievement 
of winning the three most important races for 
older horses in South America—the 1944 Gran 
Premio Carlos Pellegrini (worth 60,000 pesos to 
the winner at 3,000 meters) in Argentina); the 
1945 Gran Premio José Pedro Ramirez (worth 
25,000 gold pesos to the winner, at 3,000 meters, 
in Uruguay); and the Grande Premio Brasil 
(worth 500,000 cruzeiros to the winner, at 3,000 
meters), in Brazil. The time was 3:06%. Filon 
is a son of Full Sail out of Felina and was 
shipped, two weeks later, to Argentina again, for 
his owner, José Buarque de Macedo, wanted to 
win the Gran Premio de Honor and Grand Premio 
Carlos Pellegrini with him, now that Argentine 
Turf lacks good handicap horses in training. 

On August 19, a field of five older horses took 
part in the Grande Premio Doutor Frontin, at 
2,800 meters, at Gavea, worth 120,000 cruzeiros to 
the winner. It was here that the formidable 
stayer Cumelen showed his real class. He took 
the lead at the start, made the long pace easily, 
and landed a winner by four lengths, with the 
English-bred Romney (*Mahmoud — Lover’s 
Path) second, a head in front of Cantaro. Goiano 
and Dark Prince trailed all the way. Time, 2:56. 
Cumelen is a son of Foxglove out of Yehuen and 
is owned by Mr. Ricardo Jafet. 

On August 26, at Gavea, was presented the 
Brazilian St. Leger, the Grande Premio Distrito 
Federal, at 3,000 meters, worth 100,000 cruzeiros 
to the winner. The favorite was, of course, Fon- 
taine, whose performance in the Grande Premio 
Brasil was well below her real class. Fontaine, 
however, failed again, just when it seemed she 
could annex the Brazilian Triple Crown. (She 
had won the Two Thousand Guineas and the 
Derby.) When the field entered into the stretch 
for the last time, she took the lead and appeared 
to be running well, but Eldorado and Typhoon 
rushed up strongly and Fontaine faltered badly. 
The winner, by a neck, after a furious struggle, 
was Typhoon, best of his age as a juvenile last 
year. Eldorado was second, several lengths in 
front of Fontaine. Typhoon is owned by the 
famous Brazilian turfwoman, Inah de Moraes, 
wife of the well known turf writer, Dr. Prudente 
de Moraes Netto. Typhoon is a son of Bambu 
out of Kiss-Me, a very good producer, dam also of 
dag Kiss, one of the top colts of the 1945 juve- 
niles. 
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On September 2, Gavea offered the Grande 
Premio Jockey Club Brasileiro, at 3,200 meters 
(slightly less than two miles), for older horses. 
Cumelen was again a starter, this time under 132 
pounds. Cantaro and Monterreal were Nelson 
Seabra’s entry and the clash among them was re- 
garded with interest. Cumelen followed the 
leader Marancho until they began the stretch for 
the last time, took the lead then, and came home 
a winner by three lengths, with Monterreal sec- 
ond, Cantaro third, Irara fourth, Marancho fifth 
and Goiano sixth and last. This was a wonderful 
performance, although the slow track gave a good 
excuse for Monterreal, a bad runner on slow 
tracks. 

On the same day, at Cidade Jardim, was pre- 
sented the first of the most important juvenile 
races of the year, the Grande Premio Ypiranga, 
at 1,600 meters. It was won easily by the very 
good filly Fanfarra (by Seventh Wonder out of 
Carioca) over the previously unbeaten colts Fly- 
ing Wonder and Good Boy. Flying Wonder is a 
son of Tintoretto—Mora and Good Boy is by 
Funny Boy—Paulista VII. 

Typhoon was again a stakes winner at Gavea 
on September 16, when he was a starter in the w. 
f. a. Premio Guanabara, at 3,000 meters, worth 
100,000 cruzeiros to the winner. His leading op- 
ponent was again Eldorado, but the son of Bambu 
beat him by half-length, while Salmon was third. 

Typhoon has a curious habit, along with his 
generally accepted good class. He likes to chew 
the elbow of his trainer (Black Out) Manoel 
Raphael. He has also a habit of biting other 
horses. 

On September 23, at Gavea, the Grande Premio 
F. V. de Paula Machado (Fillies’ Criterium), over 
1,600 meters, was presented. The Cidade Jardim 
champion filly Fanfarra was the favorite and 
winner, by one length, over Guriri, a daughter of 
Trinidad and previously a stakes winner, with 
Guaratiba, which was making her debut, third. 
Guaratiba showed very good class, for she beat 
five other fillies, among them the stakes winners 
Boasinha and Ofigia. She is a daughter of Ma- 
ranta out of Vindicta. Fanfarra’s owner is Rena- 
to Junqueira Netto. With this result, Fanfarra 
showed she is really the best filly of her age. It 
is a pity she is not eligible for the Grande Crite- 
rium, in which race she would meet the best colts 
at Gavea. 

On September 30, at Gavea, was offered the 
Grande Premio Conde de Harzberg (Colts’ Crite- 
rium), over 1,600 meters, with a field of nine colts, 
all the best ones at Gavea, and also Flying Won- 
der, the best colt of the crop at Cidade Jardim. 
Favorite was Enéas (a son of Luminar out of 
Servidor), which had won the previous stakes for 
colts. Royal Kiss, by Royal Dancer—Kiss Me, 
was also well backed. However, Goyo (Formas- 
térus—Merobi) took the lead at the start, made 
the pace, beat the opponents which challenged him, 
and resisted well the rush of Flying Wonder to 
land a winner by one length, while Enéas, the 
favorite, was third another two lengths back, in 
front of Taua, Royal Kiss, Bacharel, Orelfo, 
Ofeno and Guadalupe. Goyo, purchased privately 
from the Linneo de Paula Machado Estate (his 
breeders) for 150,000 cruzeiros, is owned by E. T. 
Fernandes. He is one of the most beautiful colts 
I have seen recently, being well balanced, muscu- 
lar, fine. I think that, at least, the 1945 juveniles 
have a champion colt, for Orelfo (by Pizarro), 
Royal Kiss (by Royal Dancer) and Enéas (by 
Luminar) beat each other at Gavea, while Good 
Boy (by Funny Boy) and Flying Wonder (by

On the same day, at Gavea, was raced the 
Grande Premio Salgado Filho, the most important 
handicap of the year, at 2,000 meters, won by the 
top-weight Monterreal (134.2), by one length over 
Irara (118.8), with Tirolés (114.4) third, another 
half-length back, in front of Romney (129.8), 
Chips (114.4), Valipor (105.6), Salmon (114.4), 
Diagonal (110), and Miami (110), in the order 
named. Monterreal is a son of Stayer out of 
Monteria. He returned, with this victory, to the 
top rank of the older horses. 

On September 30, at Cidade Jardim, the tradi- 
tional Grande Premio Ceneral Couto de Magal- 
haés, at 3,218 meters (exactly two miles), had a 
field of four stayers, and the winner was Estrondo 
(by Formastérus out of Sahy), one length in 
front of Batton, while Darbolito finished third, a 
half-length back. Bagual, twice previously win- 
ner of the event, was fourth and last. Estrondo 
is owned by F. E. de Paula Machado. 

On October 7, at Gavea, was presented one of 
the most impertant handicap races of the calen- 
dar, the Grande Premio America do Sul, at 2,400 
meters, worth 120,000 cruzeiros to the winner. In 
this race Secreto (the second horse, behind Filon, 
in the Grande Premio Brasil) was to return to 
the course, but after a sensational workout he 
pulled up lame and was withdrawn. The race 
thus appeared a match between Cumelen (136.4) 
and Monterreal (127.6), although five other 
horses were in the field. Cumelen succumbed to 
the high impost he was asked to carry and the 
fast pace of Irara (125.4). Then Monterreal, 
coming with a strong rush in the stretch, won by 
three-fourths of a length from Tirolés (127.6), 
with Romney (127.6) third, two lengths back, in 
front of Irara, Cumelen and the other two horses. 

With El Faro, Ever Ready, Hidalgo, Fontaine, 
and Secreto out of action, and Filon having gone 
to Argentina, the best older horses now in train- 
ing in Brazil are Monterreal, Cumelen, Cantaro, 
Typhoon, Eldorado and Argentina.

N June 10 the Clasico Miguel Angel y Tomas 

Juarez Celman, over 2,200 meters, for fillies 
and mares, was presented at San Isidro. Five start- 
ers ran and the winner was the good 4-year-old 
Quelinda, a daughter of Pancho Beazley out of 
Corrientes, owned by J. B. Zubiaurre. Quelinda 
won by one length from Elegy (Rustom Pasha 
Evelyn’s Legend) while La Flamme_ (Ipe—Re- 
mera) was third, several lengths back. Time, 
2:1645. Winner’s share, 15,000 pesos. 

On June 29, at Palermo, was presented the im- 
portant w. f. a. race Clasico Vicente L. Casares, 
over 2,500 meters, worth 20,000 pesos to the win- 
ner. Only three horses competed, the favorite 
being Respingo, a son of Alan Breck out of the 
very good producer Rosy Princess, which had won, 
on May 27, the Clasico General Belgrano. How- 
ever, the winner of the Casares was Ben Omar, a 
previous stakes winner by Baber Shah out of Bas 
Bleu. Ben Omar made the pace and won by two 


lengths, easily, conquering the crown of the vet- 
eran horses in Argentina, for Respingo had taken 
this title in the General Belgrano. Time, 2:34%. 
The winner is owned by Los Pingos Stable.

She is, undoubtedly, 
the next best mare in Argentina, second to the 
wonderful Plateria. While Plateria was out of 
training, she won the most important events for 
mares. The event was worth 20,000 pesos to 
Quelinda. 

Then came the first of the “classic” races of the 
Argentine racing. The Polla de Potrancas (One 
Thousand Guineas) was presented on July 29 at 
Palermo, over 1,600 meters, and won by Half 
Crown, a daughter of Hunter’s Moon out of Mene- 
guina, under the expert riding of famous Ireneo 
Leguisamo. Half Crown is owned by La Giralda 
Stable. She beat La Gaucha a head. 

The Argentine Two Thousand Guineas, the 
Polla de Potrillos, also run at Palermo, was pre- 
sented on August 5, over 1,600 meters. Favorite 
was the colt Royal Tip, by Rustom Pasha out of 
Royal Arch, but Estuardo, a son of British Em- 
pire out of Pipe Dream, made the pace to land a 
winner by one length over Royal Tip, with En- 
deavour third, Rico Monte fourth, and the others 
trailing. 

On August 12, at San Isidro, the Clasico Gen- 
eral Pueyrredon, over 4,000 meters, longest race 
in Argentina, was presented. This important 
event, worth this year 30,000 pesos to the winner, 
has been won generally by well known stayers. 
This year, however, the best routers have been 
very unsound, and thus none of the top horses in 
the w. f. a. class was a starter. The winner was 
Ali Pasha, by Rustom Pasha out of Albarda, 
owned by El Arquero Stable, which beat by two 
lengths the favorite Niquinaque, while Lighter 
was third several lengths back, with four others 
trailing the field. Ali Pasha was enjoying his 
first stakes win. Time, 4:2445, grass course. 

On August 15, at Palermo, the unimportant 
Clasico Enrique Acebal saw the return of Plateria 
to the course. The attractive daughter of Par- 
lanchin out of Silver Legend won easily by three- 
fourths of a length over Quelinda in 1:48% for 
the 1,800 meters. Every race-goer began wonder- 
ing what could Ben Omar make against so formi- 
dable an opponent, but Plateria developed un- 
soundness again. Perhaps she will run in the 
Gran Premio de Honor, over 3,500 meters, on Oc- 
tober 21, against Ben Omar and Filon. She won 
the Honor in 1944, in a dead-heat with Blackie. 

On September 2, at Palermo, the Gran Premio 
Jockey Club was presented, worth 50,000 pesos 
to the winner, at 2,000 meters, for 3-year-olds. 
This is the third “classic” race of Argentina and 
one of the four Grandes Premios, i. e., greatest 
races of Argentine racing. Estuardo, that fine 
colt by British Empire, was again the winner, 
second being Rico Monte and third Marjal. Es- 
tuardo won as his rider pleased and the ones who 
thought he couldn’t stay the 2,000 meters changed 
their minds. He became immediately favorite for 
the Gran Premio Nacional, the Argentine Derby. 

The Clasico Eudoro J. Balsa Handicap, over 
3,000 meters, for 4-year-olds and up, worth 15,000 
pesos to the winner, is the most important handi- 
cap of Argentine racing. It was presented on 
September 30 at Palermo and the winner was 
Rummy, a son of Congreve out of Delta, which 
beat Delfin and Hachazo. Rummy had been the 
third horse in the w. f. a. Vicente L. Casares, con- 
quered by Ben Omar, with Respingo second. 

The Argentine Derby was recently presented at 
Palermo, at 2,500 meters. I have not, up to now, 
complete reports on the race, except a cable in- 
forming me that the filly, Miss Grillo, beat the 
favorite Rico Monte by a neck, with Zorro third.

Estuardo was not a starter. 


He developed un- 
soundness of wind after his brilliant victory in 
the Gran Premio Jockey Club, although it is not, 


apparently, a serious thing. The winner, Miss 
Grillo, a daughter of Rolando out of Cedulilla, is 
owned by El Grillo Stable and won in 2:37%, 
being ridden by R. Recavarren. Her victory in 
the Argentine Derby caused great confusion con- 
cerning the class of the 1945 3-year-olds. She 
was a previous good stakes winner, including the 
La Plata Polla de Potrancas, but nobody could 
say she was a real prospective Derby winner. She 
was always considered one of the four best fillies, 
the other three being Half Crown, La Gaucha and 
Irancy. Her sire, Rolando, was a good stakes 
winner by Tresiete out of Persefona, by Larrea, 
and Miss Grillo is his first stakes winner. 


Uruguay 


RUGUAYAN racing has much the same pat- 

tern as that of the Argentine. Its season be- 
gins generally with less important events, and then 
the great juvenile races are presented, along with 
the most important contests for older horses. The 
main difference is that in Uruguay there is a sum- 
mer season, from January to February, with val- 
uable stakes, including the greatest race for older 
horses, while in Argentina summer sees only 
handicaps of lesser importance. 

Since June, the first really important event in 
Uruguay was presented on July 29, when the 
Polla de Potrancas, over 1,600 meters (the Uru- 
guayan One Thousand Guineas), was featured at 
Maronas, the race-course of Montevideo. In this 
event, the champion filly Chirolita (a daughter of 
L’Oriflamme out of Chirola), previously a stakes 
winner and regarded as the leader of her sex 
among the 1945 juveniles, met for the first time 
with Vendetta (by Perseus out of Valentina), 
another sensational filly. Chirolita was favorite 
and won easily, by almost four lengths, with Ven- 
detta second and Imaginada (L’Oriflamme out of 
Imagen) third. This was a great performance, 
and the first three fillies were generally regarded 
as the three best ones. 

The following Sunday, August 5, saw, at Ma- 
ronas, the Uruguayan Two Thousand Guineas, 
the Polla de Potrillos, at 1,600 meters. Some of 
the best colts of Maronas participated and the 
winner was the muscular Chasco, a_ son of 
Schahriar out of Chasquilla, owned by Oswaldo 
Aranha, former foreign minister of Brazil and 
now a breeder in this country. Chasco won easily 
by several lengths, with Kali (Caboclo—Malaja) 
second, Zonzuelo (Mazarino—Zoncera) third and 
Rumoroso (Spianto—Rosa Roja) fourth. Among 
the others were the promising Edmund and 
Miron. 

Chasco won again in the Gran Premio Jockey 
Club, held at Maronas on September 2, at 2,000 
meters. The best colts in training raced against 
the son of Schahriar and were easily beaten. 
Chirolita and Vendetta, however, were not sent 
along with the males and the doubt about the su- 
periority of the colts over the fillies remained. 
We have recently learned that Chasco developed 
some sort of unsoundness and will not appear in 
the Gran Premio Nacional (Uruguayan Derby), 
while Chirolita raced against medicore colts and 
beat them in the Clasico Carlos Reyles. 

On September 9, at Maronas, the Clasico Pro- 
duccion Nacional was presented at 2,000 meters, 
for fillies. Vendetta, the daughter of Perseus, 
won, while Chirolita was not a starter. Second 
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was Escollera and third was Risa, the time being 
2:06%. 


On September 23, the feature was the Clasico 
Produccion Nacional, at 2,300 meters, for colts. 
This race was won by Musicante, a son of Ruler 
out of Muy Linda, with Fauno second and Mingo 
third. The result revealed another good contest- 
ant for the juvenile leadership. 


As the situation appears now, Chasco is the best 
colt, while Musicante, Kali, Horus, Miron and 
Fauno are also candidates for leadership; and 
Chirolita is the champion filly, with strong oppo- 
sition from Vendetta and Imaginada.

ILON, winner of the 1945 Grande Premio Bra- 
sil at Gavea, Rio de Janeiro, is again in Ar- 
gentina, where his Brazilian owner, José Buarque 
de Macedo, expects to win the Gran Premio de 
Honor, against Ben Omar and possibly Plateria. 

Salgado Filho, president of the Brazilian Jockey 
Club, announced that the 1946 renewal of that 
race will be worth 1,000,000 cruzeiros to the win- 
ner, with a gross value of 1,365,000 cruzeiros, the 
highest on record in South America. 

Mr. E. Assump¢ao, breeder and owner in Bra- 
zil, denied he is intending to send some of his 
horses to Mexico. There is, however, a great in- 
terest, among Brazilian owners, concerning pros- 
pective Mexican purchasers. It was announced 
Mexican owners will be represented in the Novem- 
ber Gavea sales, where sons and daughters of the 
best stallions standing in Brazilian studs will be 
offered. The idea is that our low prices will be a 
good chance for Mexican buyers. 

The English-bred High Sheriff, by Hyperion out 
of Tip the Wink and imported by F. E. de Paula 
Machado, who paid 8,000 guineas for him in Eng- 
land, is being trained for the 4,000-meter Grande 
Premio Jockey Club do Rio de Janeiro, to be pre- 
sented at Gavea on November 4. 

The Solicitor, an English-bred miler, by Fair 
Trial, was purchased for Mr. José Buarque de 
Macedo, at a reported price of 11,000 guineas. He 
will be shipped to Brazil for the 1946 season. 

Gavea will have its totalisator in 1946. There 
is also the plan to present night races during the 
summer. 

During the first day of the recent Uruguyan 
sales at Maronas, the record for an individual in 
that country was reached when a son of the Con- 
greve horse Mazarino was purchased for 12,500 
gold pesos. 

The Argentine Jockey Club elected its officials 
for 1945-1946. The president is Felix de Alzaga 
Unzué; the secretary, Cesar M. Vela; the treas- 
urer, Luis P. O’Farrell. The president of the 
racing commission is Miguel Martinez de Hoz, 
who succeeds Joaquim S. de Anchorena. 

The Argentine statistics of sires and breeders 
of money-winners from July 1, 1944, to June 30, 
1945, show that the Haras Ojo de Agua was the 
champion stud, with 939,891 pesos earned; fol- 
lowed closely by Haras Chapadmalal, 827,792 
pesos; Haras Argentino, 818,029 pesos; Haras 
Las Ortigas, 666,260 pesos; and Haras San Jacin- 
ton, 609,900 pesos. Among the sires, the follow- 
ing are the first placed: Congreve, 548,042 pesos; 
Full Sail, 452,484; Rustom Pasha, 384,452; 
Maron, 264,225; Master Vere, 258,515; Lord

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Gaffers Ranch Is 
Green Oasis 


By Doreen M. Norton 


F the 15 members of the board of directors of 

the California Breeders’ Association, only two 
are women. One of these is Mrs. James Rolph 
III (whose Alpine Ranch was written up in THE 
BLoop-HoRSE several years ago), and the other is 
Mrs. W. C. Gaffers, who, with her husband, is the 
owner of the Gaffers Ranch in Newhall, Calif. At 
one time the Gaffers raced their Thoroughbreds 
in partnership with John Sattler, but this part- 
nership was dissolved a few years ago. 

The Gaffers live in San Marino, but spend a 
good deal of time at their Newhall ranch, which 
is located about 25 miles north of Los Angeles. 
David Pollock is resident manager at the ranch. 
He is a Scot, but spent a number of years in Lex- 
ington, where he worked for Coldstream Stud, 
Walmac Farm, and other Thoroughbred nurs- 
eries. The healthy condition of all the stock at 
Gaffers Ranch shows what a caretaker he is. __ 

This 100-acre Thoroughbred nursery is like a 
cool, green oasis in the midst of a very hot, dried- 
up area. The abundant water, shady trees, and 
verdant alfalfa help to create this impression. 
Before Mrs. Gaffers purchased the ranch in 1940, 
it was an apricot grove, and a few of the trees are 
still standing. In addition, there are numerous 
oak, pepper, and maple trees to shade the stable 
and paddock areas. Three springs on the ranch 
provide more water than is needed, and it tests 
high in calcium, phosphorous, iron, and other min- 
erals. This water is used to flood the fields and 


Winner of the 1936 
Santa Anita Handicap, 
TOP ROW is now stand- 
ing at the Gaffers Ranch, 
Newhall, Calif.

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pastures about once a week during the warm 
months, which are about eight a year. The pad- 
docks have been limed, and are occasionally 
plowed up and re-seeded with a mixture of grasses. 
Quite a bit of alfalfa is grown, but the rest of the 
feed for the horses is purchased. 

The ranch has stalls for 52 horses. The two 
wooden broodmare barns are parallel to one an- 
other, and have stalls arranged in a row with the 
doors opening into an uncovered passageway be- 
tween the two barns. Twelve of these stalls are 
14’ by 14’, and eight are 12’ by 12’. One of the 
larger stalls is used as a foaling box, which has a 
bed-room next to it for an attendant. A window 
connects the two so the mare can be watched with- 
out being disturbed. All the stalls are light and 
airy, the walls extend high enough so the mares 
can’t see over, but they do not reach the ceiling, 
so the air can circulate throughout the barns. In 
addition, there is a window near the top of each 
stall, on the side opposite the door. 

The eight stalls of the weanling barn are ar- 
ranged in a straight line, with all the stalls open- 
ing into a paddock, of which the barn forms the 
fourth side. 

Stalls for 14 yearlings have been added around 
three sides of a tall hay barn. These stalls are 
divided by boards four feet high, and then have 
wire the rest of the way to the ceiling, so the 
horses can see one another. 

There are several individual stalls connected 
with paddocks which are used chiefly for the stal- 
lions, so the horses may go in or out at will. 

The cynosure of this ranch is, of course, Top 
Row. At first Mrs. Gaffers leased him from A. A. 
Baroni, but she liked him so much that she bought 
him in 1942. This horse was foaled in 1931, and 
is by Peanuts out of Too High, by High Time. 
Peanuts was a stakes winner of $96,915, and Top 
Row’s dam placed in stakes and produced several 
other winners.

had the foresight or luck to claim him for $3,500. 
Under Mr. Baroni’s handling, he won most of his 


total winnings of $213,870. For nine years he 
held the world’s record for 14,6 miles (until tied 
by Bull Reigh) and he made three track records. 
He wen many handicaps, including the Santa Ani- 
ta, Empire, Massachusetts, and Narrangansett 
Special. He was a game and popular horse. 

Top Row is a well-made, blocky horse. Mr. 
Pollock figured he is about 15.3 hands, and weighs 
about 1,150, but he is so compactly built that he 
gives the impression of being smaller than he 
really is. He has such a good disposition that Mr. 
Pollock rides him around the ranch every day. 

Top Row’s first crop, consisting of two foals, 
are now 5-year-olds. He hasn’t had many foals 
to reach the races, but he has had several winners. 
This year he was bred to 26 mares, and 24 of 
them appear to be in foal. 

Mrs. Gaffers’ second stallion differs from Top 
Row in breeding, looks, and racing record. He is 
the 17-year-old Ever Bubbling, by Bubbling Over, 
out of Nellie B., by Sir Wilfred. Nellie B. pro- 
duced, among others, the good horse Wahmonie, 
which won 17 races and was unplaced just six 
times in 40 starts. 

As to looks, Ever Bubbling is larger and not 
so handsomely built as Top Row. He is a rangier 
and coarser type of Thoroughbred than the other 
Gaffers stallion. 

Ever Bubbling raced just twice, was unplaced 
both times, and was then retired to the stud. His 
crops of foals have never been large, but he has 
had a good proportion of winners, and the stakes 
winner Bubbling Boy. Ever Bubbling was bred to 
eight mares this year, and seven of them seem to 
be in foal. 

The third stallion at the farm is a new boarder 
that previously stood at several other California 
farms. This is F. A. Carreaud’s Time Alone, a 
9-year-old horse by Time Maker, out of Gladys 
McClain, by Pebbles. He was bred and raced by 
Mr. Carreaud, and won the Will Rogers Memorial 
Handicap, the Eastern Shore Handicap, the Paw- 
tucket Handicap, and $24,515. He isn’t a large 
horse, but is well-made, and has the kind of rump 
and hind legs that the quarter horse people admire 
so much. None of his get has reached the races 
yet. 

As for the broodmares at the ranch, they are a 
nice lot. Eight of them belong to Mrs. Gaffers, 
and all of these have produced winners, except 
two, and their foals so far haven’t raced. Two 
of the mares are stakes winners. These aré Mary- 
nell (1931, by Billy Brush—Hullo, by *Huon), 
winner of $26,845, and Valley Lass (1936, by 
Questionnaire—Captress, by Chatterton), winner 
of $5,490. 

There are other notable broodmares boarding 
at the ranch. Mr. Carreaud owns Dust to Dust 
(by The Porter out of Stigma, a half-sister to 
Rueful, dam of First Fiddle). Mr. Baroni owns 
a half-sister (by *Sun Briar), to Time Supply. 
Ross Cooper has Brown Jade boarding at the 
Gaffers Ranch. She was a stakes winner, and 
produced the stakes winner Jade Boy. 

Other mares at the Gaffers Ranch are by such 
sires as Flying Ebony, *Chicle, Jock, Ladysman, 
The Porter, Sun Beau, and other successful sires. 

The yearlings and weanlings at this ranch are 
well-grown, and should make good on the track. 
Mrs. Gaffers has the stock and the ranch to pro- 
duce good horses, and with a little luck, she should 
produce a lot of California-bred winners.

Trained Veterans for Horses 


Editor, THE BLOoD-HORSE: 


Your letter from Sergeant Cucchiaro [THE 
BLoop-HorsE, September 29, page 533] brings out 
some interesting points, and mentions conditions 
that need remedying. There is a need for more 
publicizing of the conditions that exist on the back 
stretch of many of our race tracks. On the other 
hand, there is frequently little care taken of the 
facilities that are offered, even when they are 
modern and adequate. There is need of more ob- 
servant care of the men, who make racing pos- 
sible, by those who financially benefit from the 
conduct of racing. Few tracks have anything like 
decent living quarters of any sort for the help. 
Things are better than they were when I was 
living around the tracks, but they are far from 
what they should be, even today. 

With regard to trying to interest returning 
veterans in getting jobs with racing stables, the 
shoe is on the other foot. Many of them are in- 
terested, but I know, from first-hand experience, 
how hard it is to place these men who want to 
work with horses but have had no experience with 
them. Trainers and stud farm managers know 
that many, who fancy they want to work with 
horses, will not make the grade after a few weeks 
in the good old ammonia odors of early-morning 
mucking-out of stalls, and are reluctant to hire 
men without at least some rudiments of horse 
knowledge. There is a remedy available, if pres- 
sure enough could be brought on Washington to 
get the green light for the project. 

Last fall I suggested to Colonel Carr, chief of 
Remount, that the Remount Service set up a 
school at Fort Robinson, where returning vet- 
erans who wanted to try their hand with horses 
might go through a winnowing-out process and 
get some basic instruction in horse care. It was 
my thought that Fort Robinson’s hundreds of idle 
horses and excellent facilities might be put to 
some useful service, and Colonel Carr was entirely 
in favor of the plan. The colonel took the matter 
up with his superiors and with the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, but got nowhere. 

When Colonel Freddie Hamilton came back 
from the Pacific area he was assigned to Colonel 
Carr’s position in Washington, and immediately 
got behind the plan to get some men trained for 
horse work, but so far Colonel Hamilton has got 
nowhere. He has offered the Veterans’ Bureau 
all the facilities of the Remount Service—and 
they are vast—to train men who want to work 
with horses, so that they may be the sooner re- 
habilitated, yet he gets no results. Now is the 
time, then, is it not, to get some pressure on our 
representatives to find out why those of their con- 
stituents, who want to do so, cannot be trained to 
follow a useful and remunerative occupation? 

One man, who is willing to do what he can to 
get some sort of veterans’ training school under 
way, is Major L. A. Lamborn, of MceDonogh 
School, at Pikesville, Md. (Doc) Lamborn has 


well over a hundred horses and ponies in regular 
work for his boys, and is considering plans for a 
training course for ex-servicemen, to teach the 
men to handle horses, to groom them, and to get 
familiar with stable routine, so that they could

British Buddy's Saliva Test 


The Maryland Racing Commission announced 
October 17 that a saliva test, taken after British 
Buddy won the Maryland Handicap on October 
13 at Laurel Park, showed the presence of caf- 
feine. The commission ordered that the horses 
of Morris Wexler, Cleveland owner of British 
Buddy, and their trainer, James McGee, a Ken- 
tuckian, be suspended pending the outcome of a 
hearing which was scheduled to be held October 
23. British Buddy’s purse of $11,575 was to be 
withheld also, with the possibility that the win- 
ner’s award might go to Christiana Stable’s 
Service Pilot, which finished second in the stakes. 
Also, a disqualification of the winner from the 
purse would move up the third, fourth, and fifth 
horses; namely, Bobanet Stable’s Bobanet, Mor- 
ton Newmeyer’s Turbine, and William Helis’ 
Rick’s Raft. 

Another mysterious stimulation case came to 
light at Laurel Park following a saliva test on 
Norwalk Stable’s Armistice Day, winner of the 
fourth race on October 16. Trainer J. J. Bauer 
was ordered to report for a hearing October 25.

Incidentally, the world’s record for 
144 miles belongs to England: St. Andrews II, in 
1939 at Brighton, ran the distance in 1:594 ona 
straight course with the benefit of a tail wind. 
Sarazen, in winning the International Special in 
1924 at Latonia, ran the distance in 2:0045, the 
fastest American time, next to that of Whisk 
Broom II, until Challenge Me’s amazing effort. 
To Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Sirde must go a large 
part of the credit for the terrific speed of the Gold 
Cup.

On October 16, at Rockingham Park, three 
tickets were sold on a successful daily double 
combination which paid off $8,614.40 for each 
$2-investment. (This was the second highest 
daily double, the record having been established in 
a pay-off of $10,772.40 on August 14, 1939, at 
Washington Park). One of the tickets was cashed 
by two men, who were able to preserve their 
anonymity with the press but were identified by 
the track management. Another was cashed by 
a Boston Navy Yard inspector, slated to lose his 
job in the near future. The third ticket was 
cashed by a married couple of Lawrence, Mass. 

On the next day, at Worcester, Mass., Bishop 
Lewis O. Hartman, of the Methodist Church, in 
an address before the Boston Area School of 
Evangelism, made the following offer: 


I will be glad to offer a token award of $10 to any 
city editor in the United States who will be the first 
to admit to his columns a good first-page article 
showing the comparative values of $8,000 won in 
race-track gambling as against 1,200 persons won to 
Christ last night within a 50-mile radius of this city. 

I dare him to show the comparative merits of the 
two things as they bear on our civilization which at 
this moment is tottering on the brink of destruction.

End of Season 


ORONTO, October 19.—Ontario’s 98 days of 

racing are just about over. And it has been a 
splendid season. On all sides it is admitted that 
an improved crop of sires and broodmares, and an 
increase in the number of breeders, has of late 
years brought about not only more Canadian- 
breds, but more of the better kind. Thus Cana- 
dian racing is more and more carrying on with its 
own development from the breeding farms, and 
depending less and less on the horses from over 
the border. 

Of course, the horses from over the border are 
welcome, just as the Canadian-breds have found 
themselves welcome when they visit the United 
States. It’s a reciprocal situation, as friendly in 
racing as it is in business between the two coun- 
tries which are separated only by an imaginary 
boundary-line. 

Already many Canadian-owned horses have 
gone to the United States, headed for autumn and 
winter racing. Many more will follow at the close 
of Dufferin Park (October 20), which is the end 
of the Canadian season. 

Such outstanding stables as those of Harry 
Hatch, Parkwood Stable, Cosgrave Stable, to 
name only a few, will race during the winter. 
The Hatch horses are already in Maryland, and 
will move later to Florida, as will those of the 
Hatch and Parkwood Stables. They include some 
of the best horses in the Dominion. 

Many jockeys too will cross the border to ride, 
with Bobby Watson and Chris Rogers, two of the 
best, already over there. 


Hyperhelio's Victory 


HE main events of Canadian racing are now 
completed. Dufferin Park’s opening day 
marked the oddly-named Diamond Ring Stakes, 
with $2,000 of added money and a beautiful dia- 
mond ring as a trophy. It brought out a field of 
only five juveniles, and from it as the winner 
came Hyperhelio, owned by the Parkwood Stable 
of R. S. McLaughlin, of Oshawa, and ridden by 
Johnny Dewhurst. Thus the Parkwood Stable 
added another of the many features to its winning 
list, and Dewhurst helped to complete the picture. 
Hyperhelio, the 2-year-old which ran against 
older horses in the Canadian Championship the 
week before and was second to the good Tulach- 
more, was installed favorite in the Diamond Ring. 
He justified public support and made it by two 
lengths and a half, after coming from behind the 
pace. Willegivit, the filly which fell during the 
running of the Cup and Saucer earlier in the 
week, took the second portion over Top Dollar. 
Hyperhelio is a brown son of *Heliopolis out of 
the mare Transcendent and was bred by Del 
Holeman. Mr. McLaughlin picked this one up for 
$3,200 at the Keeneland Summer Sales. While 
he has not shown as much as Wee Admiral and 
Gregalech, two other juveniles in the Parkwood 
barn, this colt has more than earned his way in 
his first season. 
One of the features at Dufferin Park, where 14 
days of racing have prevailed this fall, is that 
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Racing Secretary Simms has come up with a 2- 
year-old race every day, something out of the 
ordinary on a half-mile track. And the racing 
secretary has offered a large number of allowance 
events, indicating plenty of horses have been 
available.

Kerry Piper Wins Cesarewitch 


HE Cesarewitch Handicap, at two and a quar- 

ter miles, was run at Newmarket on October 
17 and was won by Sir Hervey Bruce’s 4-year-old 
Kerry Piper at the long odds of 25 to 1. Kerry

The Associated Press reported the race brought 
out the greatest number of automobiles seen there 
since pre-war days, and a near-record crowd. 

The Cesarewitch, first run over the Newmarket 
course in 1839, was run last, without wartime re- 
strictions, in 1941, when Filator won. The race 
was not scheduled in 1942, but in 1943 it was run 
at Newmarket, restricted to horses trained there, 
and had the smallest field in the history of the 
race.

S racing’s governing bodies find that their rul- 

ings are frequently being challenged in the 
courts of law, it is becoming increasingly impor- 
tant for them to observe all the legal formalities 
in conducting hearings involving infractions of 
racing rules. The Illinois Racing Board, which 
was drawn into one prolonged court battle several 
years ago over refusing to reinstate a trainer, and 
more recently appeared likely to have a jockey’s 
strike on its hands after declining to grant ex- 
Jockey Wendell Eads a riding license, has begun 
taking extra pains to see that the procedure of its 
meetings and hearings observes all the legal tech- 
nicalities. 

The following summary of the board’s proce- 
dure in conducting the investigation of a rather 
routine stimulation case is reprinted in its entire- 
ty, just as the board prepared it for public record, 
in order to show the importance of having docu- 
mented evidence nowadays before ruling on sus- 
pensions:
